When the first Roux ship portrait was 
given to the Peabody Museum of Salem in 
1894, no One Could have foreseen that in 
eighty-four years its collection of the fami- 
ly’s works would have become not only 
one of the museum’s greatest assets but 
also (with ninety-six paintings and draw- 
ings and twenty-four sketchbooks) the 
second largest institutional collection of 
Roux material in the world. Surpassed in 
quantity only by the Musée de la Marine in 
Paris, which owns 145 paintings, the 
Peabody Museum ’s collection is Surpassed 
by none for its diversity. 


The Musée de la Marine, for example, 
holds relatively few paintings by either of 
the Antoines, none by Joseph, and none by 
the Roux sister, Ursule. Rather, the strength 
of its collection rests on the formidable 
number of heroic watercolors by Frédéric 
and Francois, the vast majority of which 
were executed as units of noble series to 
depict the merchant and naval vessels of 
their day. 


Thus, the student of Roux ship portrai- 
ture, as it grew and flourished during the 
late eighteenth century and for more than 
three-quarters of the nineteenth, can do no 
better than toexamine closely the Peabody 
Museum collection. 


Perhaps the most unique aspect of it is 
the twenty sketchbooks by the elder Antoine. 
They are featured in the museum’s Current 
Roux exhibition, which will remain on 
view until at least Labor Day 1979, not only 
by the originals themselves but by a selec- 
tive slide presentation as well. Containing 
more than 700 pages of watercolor, wash, 
and pencil sketches of ships, shipping, 
waterfront figures, harborside vignettes, 
inJand grottoes, and shore scenes from 
Marseille to Cette, Antoine Roux’s pro- 
digious dexterity and bold sense of Com-

position become immediately apparent. 
How most of them came to the museum is 
a story unto itself. It is repeated here from 
the Introduction to the author’s The Artful 
Roux: Marine Painters of Marseille, recently 
published by the museum. 


“The woman in the case was Mrs. Kelly,” 
wrote A.J. Philpottinastory to the Brooklyn 
Eagle on April 14, 1928. “The man in the 
case was Lawrence W. Jenkins, director of 
the Peabody Museum. He is also Curator of 
ethnology. Mr. Jenkins Can swear that he 
never saw or heard of Mrs. Kelly until one 
day about six months ago when she strolled 
into the Peabody Museum on Essex St. 
Mrs. Kelly can swear that She never Saw or 
heard of Mr. Jenkins until that beautiful 
afternoon when she happened in at the 
Peabody Museum - by accident.” 


It seems that Mrs. Kelly was merely a 
sightseer who wished to see the sights of 
Salem. She had never heard of the museum. 
“So,” the story continued, “she just hap- 
pened to stumble into the Peabody Museum, 
and there she got the thrill that has stamped 
Salem on her memory for life. That in- 
cludes Mr. Jenkins.” 


For some hours, Mrs. Kelly poked about 
the museum, being astounded by what

she saw. “But as yet She hadn’t seen 
Mr. Jenkins. She saw a great many CuriOSi- 
ties before she met him.... At first she was 
rather bewildered, for here she found large 
models of ancient sailing vessels and 
pictures of all kinds of sailing vessels on 
the walls -- vessels that sailed out of Salem 
more than 100 years ago; that sailed to ports 
in the far corners of the world -- in Africa, 
India, China, the Malay Archipelago, the 
Philippines, South America and the South 
Sea Islands.” Among the remarkable things 
she saw a group of pictures by Antoine 
Roux of Marseille. Bells began to ring. 


“Mrs. Kelly,” the account went on, “evi- 
dently knew something of Antoine Roux, 
for the pictures by him which she saw on 
the wall stirred in her memories that 
decided her to hunt up the director of the 
museum, Mr. Jenkins. When she found him 
in his office she asked whether he was 
interested in Antoine Roux. Mr. Jenkins 
was very much interested in Antoine Roux. 
In fact, Antoine Roux had been a hobby 
with him for years. Asked whether he 
would be interested in some sketch books 
by Antoine Roux, Mr. Jenkins thought he 
would be. Where were they?” 


His glazed expression almost can be 
imagined, but at last the truth came out. 
She told him that during a recent visit to 
Paris She had run across a number of 
“sketch books by Antoine Roux in a little 
antique shop kept by an American woman, 
sertrude Hamilton, at 15 (50) Rue de Colisée. 
Mrs. Kelly thought the sketch books were 
still in that litthe shop.... It didn’t seem pos- 
sible to Mr. Jenkins that any such treasure 
could be lying around loose ina little Shop 
in Paris... However, Mr. Jenkins thanked 
Mrs. Kelly for her ‘tip’ and wrote at once to 
Miss Hamilton in Paris.”

ords, confirmed their existence and avail- 
ability. “They belonged to a widow,” she 
informed him, “a French woman who told 
us that they had belonged to her husband. 
Her husband had spent a great deal of time 
in Marseilles, but she did not Know where 
he found them.... He died in 1900 when he 
was about 50 years old and she had never 
thought of them until she saw our shop 
with all our ship models. She came in and 
asked me if | would be interested in buying 
some original Sketchbooks of ships, she 
thought the name of the artist was Roux 
but she was not certain. I asked her to let 
me come that evening to see them. When I 
saw them, I paid her the money and carried 
them away with me....” 


The museum asked to examine them, 
on approval. In a few weeks they arrived 
by steamer. 


“And when Mr. Jenkins showed the 
members of the Peabody Museum Corpo- 
ration his find,” A.J. Philpott concluded his 
article, “that body instructed him to 
purchase the sketch books from Miss 
Hamilton at once. And now these sketch 
books are part of the maritime treasures 
of the museum -- open to all students and 
fans of Antoine Roux. To those who are 
interested in such things these books are 
a treasure. Others won't be able to see 
much in them.” 


We believe you will, and cordially in- 
vite you to see them first-hand at the 
Peabody Museum’s special exhibition, 
“The Artful Roux.”

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Resemblances and Frauds: 
Ship Portrait Prints 


by Bettina A. Norton 


Portrait prints of Ships, like those of 
people, can be divided into two categories 
-- those that are and those that only pretend 
to be identifiable likenesses. Classed 
among the first, or legitimate, portraits are 
all attempts to convey truthfully the indi- 
viduality of the subject, whether the depic- 
tion be by the hand of an accomplished 
academic artist or the more “naive” handling 
of a self-trained practitioner. Among the 
imposters are portrayals in which the con- 
figuration of the vessel itself is secondary 
to the message of the print, such as a 
natural disaster, an heroic battle,ascene of 
maritime Commerce, or a manifestation of 
national pride. 


“The Artful Roux,” a current exhibition 
with catalogue by Philip Chadwick Foster 
Smith, Curator of Maritime History at the 
Peabody Museum, presents an opportunity 
to discuss these twotypes of portrait prints 
and those of Frédéric Roux. Roux, of the 
third generation of well-Known Marseilles 
ship portraitists, executed only a few 
prints in comparison to the large number 
of watercolors, some oils, and numerous 
sketchbooks. Yet his prints, as his paint- 
ings, are expectedly true ship portraits. 


Many ship captains, hearing of a native 
artist in a foreign port, Commissioned 
portraits of their vessels. Straightforward 
broadside views were most Common, 
both because they were simpler to execute 
and because they allowed presentation of 
a vessel’s distinctive features -- its rigging, 
its length, its pennants, and its figurehead. 
These portraits were often done in water- 
color by such artists as the family Roux. 
Joseph Roux, his son Antoine (called “pere”) 
and his children produced from the late 
eighteenth to the late nineteenth century 
thousands of legitimate ship portraits in 
watercolor, oil, and pencil and wash 
sketches. 


Watercolor or oil views suited the 
demands of ship captains and owners, but 
there were markets for other depictions as 
well. Proud naval architects or shipping 
houses anxious to solicit trade COmmis- 
sioned prints of their most notable vessels. 
And many non-nautical patriots sought 
prints Commemorative of their nation’s 
glories. 
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It is difficult to imagine that either a 
ship captain or an Owner would accept 
(that is, purchase) a picture -- be it water- 
color or print -- of a vessel which was 
depicted with one deck too many, or the 
flag of a country or house other than the 
ones under which she sailed. Yet a num- 
ber of denizens of the high seas - especially 
its most famous -- have been so misrep- 
resented to the less knowledgeable print- 
buying public. 


A wood engraving of the Alfred, an 
American merchant vessel commissioned 
into service during the Revolution, sup- 
posedly shows her under the command 
of John Paul Jones in a cruise on the 
Atlantic in 1776 and being fired at froma 
distance by a British ship. The Alfred flies 
the flag not adopted by the United States 
until almost twenty years later. Further, 
the exact illustration with another title was 
used to depicta battle stillasecond twenty 
years later -- a battle between the US sloop 
Wasp and HMS Reindeer on June 28, 1814, 
called by Frederick S. Hicks “the most 
stubbornly contested and bloodiest of any 
encounter between single men-of-war 
during the War of 1812.” Mr. Hicks, in a 
lively essay, “Amiable Frauds,” published 
in American Printmaking before 1876: 
Fact, Fiction, and Fantasy (Library of 
Congress, 1975) recounted this and many 
other instances of such “legerdemain,” 
magical transferral of one ship into another 
form, another sea, another battle, another 
era, with no Change in external appearance. 
A command of John Paul Jones more

famous than that of the Alfred, that of the 
Bonhomme Richard, suffered a like fate. 
A portrayal of her victory over HMS Serapis 
off the coast of England in 1779 later be- 
came -- with flags unchanged! --a depiction 
of the “French Fleet”, another country and 
presumably a non-combative scene. 


Sometimes a vessel was not misrep- 
resented but simply lost her identity. The 
Ship Spartan of New Bedford, Comm/’dr. 
Tripp, a watercolor by an artist named 
Razini, was evidently used as the model 
for the lithograph American Whaler. Both 
are in the collections of the Peabody 
Museum and are now on display in a 
special exhibition on whaling set up by 
Francis B. Lothrop and Sally Ingalls. In 
other words, the specific portrait was 
transformed to the general for a wider 
market. 


Most sinned against of all early ships, 
perhaps, was the USS Constitution; her 
encounter with HMS Java later became the 
one between the Wasp and the Frolic. And 
a pure portrait of “Old Ironsides,” without 
the complications and encumbrances ofa 
naval encounter, equipped the Constitution 
with twenty more guns than she had as 
well as an additional deck. Further, the 
same illustration became the Medusa leav- 
ing Rochefort, France, in 1817, resulting in 
what Jones called “the manifest absurdity 
of having pictured a French warship dis- 
playing all four of these American flags 
(the national ensigns, an American Com- 
modore’s distinguishing flag and a com- 
mission pennant).” 


Part of the reason for these convolutions 
hangs on commissions of another sort. For 
none of the prints discussed were com- 
missioned by ship captains or owners; nor 
were they done “from life.” They were, in 
fact, “historical prints” of their time, 
executed in some instances fifty years 
after the events they were meant to portray. 
Unlike commissioned portraits, those 
views for publishers seeking “historical 
prints” did not require Such accuracy. 
Although publishers of single prints were 
not blameless, especially those who 
produced prints in haste to spread por- 
trayals of disasters, the greater offenders 
were publishers of books who hired local 
printers to grace the texts with visual relief. 
The printers turned to in-house or nearby 
artists, or, as often as not, plumbed existing 
inventories of used wood blocks or litho- 
graphic stones. Sometimes, but not always, 
the printer removed the most obvious 
discrepancies.

James R. Durand’s Life and Adventures..., 
with the illustrations of the Constitution 
just discussed, was published in 1820 in 
Rochester, New York. Rochester aS we 
know it does not boast a harbor, nor, there- 
fore, any large ship activity to familiarize 
a local artist with the form and manner of 
shipping vessels. The anonymous en- 
graver may have known what the Constitu- 
tion actually looked like, but Chances are 
that he did not. Other printmakers had less 
excuse for ignorance; the three main print- 
making centers in America -- Boston, New 
York, and Philadelphia -- where most book 
illustration was done, were also thriving 
ports at the same time. 


The Roux family, on the other hand, 
resided in Marseilles, one of the busiest 
ports on the Mediterranean. Mr. Smith 
points out that their hydrography business 
must have provided a lively education for 
the Roux children who frequented the 
shop and later became ship portraitists. 


Only Frangois Joseph Frédéric Roux is 
known to have made prints. They are all 
lithographs executed after he went to Paris 
to join the workshop of the Vernets. The 
earliest print after a painting by Frédéric 
Roux known to Mr.Smith was done in 1824; 
the lithograph was drawn by C.F. Barallier. 
This may have led Frédéric to draw on 
stone himself. Possibly Horace Vernet, 
whose spirited drawings of horses were 
being put on stone at about that time, 
suggested that the youthful Roux try his 
hand at the popular medium. 


Three lithographs drawn by Frédéric 
Roux, now on exhibition, were evidently 
part of a series for which he may or may 
not have done other plates. In the late 
1820s, he was commissioned to do two 
series of watercolor ship portraits, one for 
Admiral Jean-Baptiste Philibert Willaumez. 
Perhaps he or another naval architect 
client Commissioned the set of prints 
as well. 


The depictions are fairly straightforward 
portraits of types of vessels. The composi- 
tions which Roux drew on stone were his 
own. Two of the vessels, Brick Goelette 
(no. 18) and Brick de Guerre (no. 19), fly the 
French flag. The third, Balaou (no. 8), is 
American. Fort St. Jean, off Marseilles, is 
visible in the print of the Brick de Guerre. 
Roux may have painted some of the 
Originals in Marseilles, or more likely he 
used the familiar port as typical back- 
ground. The lithographs were printed in 
Paris at all events, either around 1840 or 
earlier. They belong to the group that 
Mr. Smith, in describing Frédéric Roux’s 
paintings, calls “the majority..ground out 
by rote.” 


A more ambitious lithograph by Frédéric 
Roux, also in the exhibition (with two slight-

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ly different titles), was based on a water- 
color of the US warship Delaware, painted 
by his father, Antoine, in 1833. Frédéric 
drew it on stone the following year. The 
print commemorates the Delaware on her 
passage to France with the United States 
Envoy to the Court of St.Cloud. As dramatic 
a rendering as Fréedéric’s own oil painting, 
“Fleet Maneuvers,” of the Same year, the 
Delaware is shown in agitated seas. Puffs 
of clouds and spray provide the subjects 
sympathetic to the lithographic Crayon. 
He executed a creditable translation onto 
stone of his father’s painting. 


There are probably other lithographs 
drawn by Frédéric Roux in other collec- 
tions. Although he seems, however, to 
have done litthe work on stone or with any 
other print medium, Roux was faithful to 
the concept of true portraiture: identifiable 
likenesses, done with knowledge and 
understanding of the subject portrayed.

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Scrimshaw: A Collector’s Collection

Nautical artifacts of all kinds have 
become a special interest for many col- 
lectors. Scrimshaw in particular is one of 
the most sought after of all nautical 
antiques. Its popularity stems in part from 
the beauty of the material -- the polished 
ivory-like bones and teeth of whales. These 
relics of the great age of American whaling 
seem all the more precious at a time when 
the whale is an endangered species. For 
folk art collectors scrimshaw representsa 
nautical art form that was_ primarily 
practiced on American ships. 


Scrimshaw is the word sailors used to 
describe their spare-time occupation of 
fashioning useful and decorative objects 
from materials available at sea, especially 
the bones and teeth of whales. Life on sail- 
ing ships in the 19th century often involved 
incredible hardships and dangers oOcCa- 
sionally broken by days of inactivity while 
the ship was becalmed. J. B. Eaton, ship’s 
master of the bark S.H. Nickerson, wrote 
from Manila in October, 1885: “Arrived 
here the eleventh of this monthafteralong 
and tedious passage of eighty-three days. I 
thought sometimes we should never get 
here for we had nothing but head winds 
and calms. I thought we had made the 
longest passage that was ever made from 
AusStralia to Manilla, but on my arrival here 
I found vessels that was a number of days 
longer than we was.” Whalemen were 
particularly subject to boredom while 
they cruised for whales on voyages lasting 
three and four years. During periods of in- 
activity, scrimshaw provided sailors with 
an outlet for their creative talents, fended 
off boredom, and afforded them an oppor- 
tunity for extra income by selling their 
products when they reached land. 


The origin of the word “scrimshaw’” re- 
mains something of a mystery. E. Norman 
Flayderman, author of Scrimshaw and 
Scrimshanders (N. Flayderman & Co., New 
Milford, Conn.) has suggested that the term 
may be derived from a Chinese word, “kan 
hsieh,” meaning a present, gratuity, or tip. 
The United States Navy still uses a pidgin 
English form of the word --“Cumshaw.” The 
issue is further confused by the fact that 
contemporary log books and journals use 
a variety of forms and spellings. An 1826 
entry in the log of the brig Chance appeared: 
“So ends this day, all hands employed 
Scrimshonting.” Incidents of a Whaling 
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Voyage, published by Allyn Olmsted in 
1841, reported the use aboard whalers ofa 
“Sreat variety of Small tools expressly in- 
tended for ‘scrimshawing’.”

Almost as debatable as the derivation 
of the word is the question of exactly which 
items Should be called scrimshaw. There 
is no doubt that an object made from the 
bones or teeth of whales by a sailor on 
board a whaling ship can legitimately be 
termed “scrimshaw.” Less Clear are items 
made by sailors on other commercial or 
naval vessels, items made on shore, or 
items made from rope, shells, wood, and 
other materials that were used aboard 
Ship. A strict definition of scrimshaw 
might include only the useful and orna- 
mental things made by whalemen from 
the bones and teeth of whales. A broader 
definition, put forward by E. Norman 
Flayderman, defines the word scrimshaw 
as “the art of carving or otherwise fashion- 
ing useful or decorative articles as practiced 
primarily by whalemen, sailors, or others 
associated with nautical pursuits.” This 
definition allows a wider interpretation of 
scrimshaw, but limits it to nautical items, 
thus excluding prisoner-of-war carvings of 
bone, and engraved horns that are some- 
times erroneously termed scrimshaw. 


“While Away the Hours,” an exhibit of 
sailors’ art from the Hollander collection, 
currently on display at the Museum of Our 
National Heritage in Lexington, Massa- 
Chusetts, provides a good introduction to 
the range of scrimshaw items. As col- 
lectors, Dr. and Mrs. Hollander have 
assembled an interesting sampling of 


scrimshaw artifacts which range from log 
book stamps and a carved seam rubber 
that were used on board ship to sewing 
and cooking implements that were whittled 
from whalebone and were meant for 
family and friends back home

Several examples of carved whale 
teeth represent the purely decorative 
aspect of scrimshaw and the form that is 
probably most often associated with the 
term. Although the teeth were of no com- 
mercial value to the whalers who were 
hunting whales for their oil, they were 
highly prized both as trophies of asuccess- 
ful voyage and the raw materials of scrim- 
shaw art. The engraved designs on many 
of the teeth were copied from book and 
magazine illustrations. The many whale 
teeth engraved with portraits of women in 
the latest fashions were usually copied 
from the fashion plates of Godey’s Ladies 
Book and other women’s magazines. One 
tooth in the Hollander collection,engraved 
with a demure young lady holding a rose, 
is accompanied by a paper label dated 
1908 giving the following history: “This 
Whale’s tooth was gotten by my great great 
uncle Charles Daniels who went on a 
whaling voyage and was gone three years. 
The etching was carved on by asailor who 
was on the same voyage.” A history of any 
kind is unusual for ascrimshaw piece. Un- 
less atooth was inscribed with the name of 
the maker, recipient, or ship, its origins 
and date usually remain unknown. An- 
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other tooth in the coilection is engraved 
with a whaling scene on one side and a 
somber testimony to the dangers of whaling 
on the other. The inscription reads: “In 
Memory of Eli Dodge Killed By A Sperm 
Whale Sept. 4, 1858.” “Nantucket Men to 
Work” inscribed on another tooth in the 
collection identifies its maker as a native 
of the Nantucket whaling community and 
includes a detailed illustration of a 
whaling scene. 


In his famous novel, Moby Dick, 
Herman Melville described how whale 
bone and teeth were obtained and what 
was made from them: “In most cases the 
lower jaw...being easily unhinged by a 
practiced artist is disengaged and hoisted 
on deck for the purpose of extracting the 
ivory teeth and furnishing asupply of that 
hard white whalebone with which the 
fisherman fashions all sort of Curious 
articles, including canes, umbrella stocks, 
and handles to riding whips.” The Hollander 
collection includes some fine examples of 
the types of canes made by whalemen. 
The carved handles include an eagle head, 
a clenched fist and a female leg attached 
to both wood and bone canes. Both the 
clenched fist and the female leg were com- 
mon motifs in scrimshaw that appear ona 
wide assortment of objects that include 
umbrellas, Knives, toothpicks and crimpers. 
Another cane inlaid with baleen and Shells, 
displays the fine inlay work with which 
scrimshaw Carving was frequently embel- 
lished. Other examples of inlay are found 
on the trinket and work boxes that were 
made in every size and Shape. 


Some of the most Charming scrimshaw 
pieces are those meant for gifts to family 
and friends at home. The practice of 
carving mementoes for loved ones 
probably helped relieve the homesick- 
ness that most sailors experienced on long

whaling voyages of several years. These 
stanzas from a poem entitled, A Journal of 
a Whaling Voyage on Board Ship Dauphin 
of Nantucket, written in the 1820’s by 
Charles Murphy, sum up the anticipation 
of returning home after years at Sea: 


And having fitted well our ship 

To pass Cape Horn again, 

Each man then fore and aft the ship, 
Scrimshawing did begin. 

Then knitting-sheathsand jagging knives 
Were cut in every form, 

And other trinkets for the girls, 

As presents from Cape Horn. 


The Hollander collection includes many 
of these items that were often made for 
wives and sweethearts. Yarn swifts, 
needlecases, crochet hooks, embroidery 
punches and even clothespins were cCare- 
fully carved from the bones and teeth of 
whales. Two other common items made 
from whalebone were pie crimpers and 
rolling pins. It has been suggested that 
perhaps these had special meaning to 
sailors eating sShip’s rations, but thinking 
of the pies that would be made for them 
when they returned home. Pie Crimpers, in 
particular, were often a show-piece of the 
scrimshanders’ skill. They often included 
pierced scrollwork, carved figures, and 
mother of pearl, brass, or silver inlays. 


Busks were another scrimshaw g@gift. 
These flat pieces of Whalebone about the 
size of a ruler were used as corset Sup- 
ports. They were often made and decorated 
by sailors and presented to wives and 
sweethearts at home. The following 
descriptive verse inscribed on one deco- 
rated busk clearly indicates the sentiment 
behind the gift: 


Accept dear Girl this busk from me; 
Carved by my humble hand. 

I took it from a Sparm Whale’s jaw; 
One thousand miles from land! 

In many a gale has been the Whale, 
In which this bone did rest. 

His time is past, his bone at last, 
Must now support thy brest. 


The days of sailing ships and American 
Whaling are past. Hundreds of American 
Whaling vessels no longer roam the oceans 
hunting for the whale oil that brought light 
into 19th-century homes. The scrimshaw 
that wWhalemen and other sailors created 
throughout the 19th century helps preserve 
for us the romantic history of sailing ships 
and the heroic spirit of the American 
whalemen. Private collectors are still able 
to acquire interesting examples of scrim- 
shaw, and rich collections at the Peabody 
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Scrimshaw busks, 19th century, whalebone
